lanta Friday at noon. 

Dressed in Uniform. 

Stripling was attired in the uniform 
of chief of police of Danville, and wore 
on the left lapel of his coat the heavy 
shield of gold which indicates his 
office. 

Immediately after arriving in Atlan- 
ta Stripling was taken to the Fulton 
county jail, where he was lodged pend- 
ing the arrival of the sheriff of Harris 
younty. As soon as the sheriff arrives 
a» will be determined whether or not 
he shall be taken back to Harris coun- 
ty or shall be left in the jail here 
pending the appeal which he intends to 
make to the prison commission and the 
governor, 

“T am confident that justice will be 
done me,” said Stripling, “and that is 
all I ask. I committed the offense 
with which I am charged and I am the 
man they have been looking for. 

“Just as soon as I have a chance to 
collect my thoughts and to find out 
where I am to be located I will em- 
ploy counsel and start the movement 
for a pardon. I believe that the good 
people of Virginia and that my many 
friends all over Georgia will do all 
they can to aid me in my efforts to 
obtain freedom.” 

Through an unavoidable error it] 
was stated in The Constitution Friday 
morning that the arrest of Stripling 
was made by Sheriff Smith, of Harris 
county. The arrest was made by J. 
W. W. Smith, of Carrollton, a private 
Getective who has been working on 
te case for about three weeks. 

How Discovery Was Made. 

Detective Smith stated that he first 
received intimation that Chief of Po- 
lice Morris was really Stripling from 
ar ort which wWas circulated in Co- 
lumbus and which finally gained con- 
siderable currency, to the effect that 
the man who had escaped from the 
Harris county jail in 1898 was R. E. 
Morris, chief of police of Danville. 

“L. think the .report was started by 
a traveling man who met Stripling in 
Danville and who recognized him,” said 
Mr. Smith. “The report was talked 
about and passed from mouth to mouth 
until I got hold of it ang heard enough 
to convince me that the report wWas 
worth investigating. After 1 learned 
that Stripling was the man wanted I 
secured the requisition from Governor 
Brown and went after him.” 

Although he went to the trouble of 
making the arrest of Stripling and 
spent about three weeks in investigat- 
ing the facts, the indications are that 
Detective Smith will not receive a re- 
ward for his capture. 

It has been stated that shortly after 
Stripling escaped there was a reward 
of $100 offered for his capture, but 
that reward was revcked, in accord- 
ance with custom, by the governor 
who succeeded the governor offering 
the reward.

Pausing now and then while a great 
s0b of uncontrollable anguish shook 
his frame, Edgar Stripling, otherwise 
known as R. E. Morris, chief of po- 
lice at Danville, Va., told a representa- 
tive of The Constitution in a cell at 
the Tower yesterday afternoon the 
first complete story of his escape from 
the Harris county jail in March, 1898, 
after he had been sentenced to a life 
term in the penitentiary for the mur- 
der of W. J. Cornett, and included in 
the narrative the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the commission of the act 
and the course of his career after he 
escaped from jail. 

When first approached in his cell, 


Stripling was half reclining on the 
narrow couch, and while tear drops 
blurred his eyes, was trying to write 
a letter to his wife, who is left behind 
him in Danville with several children 
to provide for in the absence of her 
husband. 
Trying to Write Wife. 

“I don’t mind talking to you,” said 
he, “but I was just trying to write a 
little message to my wife. It all hap- 
pened so sudden that I hardly know 
what to say to her,” and as he laid 
aside the scratch pad and the pencil a 
spasm of pain twisted the stolid fea-

Many Citizens to Give

Public opinion in Atlanta is strongly 
in favor of a pardon for Edgar Strip- 
ling, the Danville chief of police, who 
has been brought back to Atlanta to 
serve a penitentiary sentence imposed 
upon him fourteen years ago, and many 
of Atlanta’s leading men 
have not hesitated to express them- 
selves in a very positive Manner con- 
cerning the case. 

The news story 
morning in The Constitution created 
a wave of sympathy and interest in 
man who for fourteen years has 
been atoning “in a useful and law- 
abiding life for the offense for which 
he was sentenced. 

Mrs. John K. Ottley has expressed 
her opinion in the case very strongly: 
“IT most certainly do feel very strongly 
that Stripling should be granted a 
pardon. It is not from a sentimental 
standpoint, either, though we all feel 
sorry for those that do wrong. But 
this man has proven by fourteen years 
of law-abiding citizenship that he is 
not an enemy to society; and the 
whole idea of modern criminology 
to put the offender back into the world 
when he has proven beyond doubt that 
his influence is not harmful to society.

Washington, March 3.—The senate 
this evening passed the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, carrying about $258,- 
000,000, after striking from it the 
provision increasing to 4 cents a pound 
the postal rate on the advertising sec- 
tions of the large magazines. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock sat in 
, the chamber while the bill was under 
consideration, and witnessed the defeat 
of the plan that he had recommended. 

Senator Penrose, chairman of the 
postoffice committee, recognized the 
futility of attempting to secure the 
passage of the bill with the magazine 
feature embodied. It was learned to- 
night that senators who opfosed it 
would so impede the progress of the 
measure as to defeat, if not that, 
other legislation that offered promise 
of enactment. 

WII Investigate Cost of Handling Mail 

Though withdrawing the provision, 
Mr. Penrose yet hoped for its ultimate 
success. He secured the unanimous 
adoption of a substitute authorizing 
the president to appoint a commission 
of three members to make thorough 
investigation of the whole cost of han- 
Gling second-class mail matter. It is 
provided that one of the commissjon- 
ers shall be a judicial officer of ‘the 
government and the other two. shall 
be persons who hold no office and 
who have no connection whatever with 
the postoffice department or with any 
magazine or newspaper. 

The debate on the provision, prior 
to its withdrawal by Mr. Penrose, was 
engaged in by several senators and 
at times was marked by some acri- 
mony. Senator Cummins announced 
that if the proposition were not with- 
drawn he would undertake “to talk it 
to death.” 

R. F. D. Men Get Thirty Days’ Leave. 

Among the amendments adopted in 
the postoffice appropriation bill was 
one by Senator Swanson granting thir- 
ty days’ leave of absence annually to 
rural free delivery letter carriers. 

Senators Owen and Bristow roundly 
denounced the proposed increase in the 
postoffice measure on the magazines.

But there never 
was a greater slander sent out under 
official authority than the campaign 
directed against the popular magazines 
and the charge that they are subsl- 
dized by the American people.” 

Takes Magasines to Task. 

Senator Jones, of Washington, took 
the magazines sharply to task for at- 
tempting to create the impression that 
the movement for increased postage 
was due to a desire for revenge by 
the present administration. The sen- 
ator said he had received, through 
magazine publishers, a number of cir- 
cular letters signed by his constitu- 
ents. All of these letters, he deciared, 
protested agafnst the action of a re- 
vengeful president and his “scheming 
advisers.” 

“A magazine,” said Senator Jones, 
“that will lend itself to a campaign 
to create this sort of feeling against 
a chief executive is not entitled to any 
commendation, to say the least.” 

Senator Jones said he had also re- 
ceived a number of personal letters 
from constituents who really believed 
that the magazines might be put out 
of business by the proposed increase. 
The senator declared that he believed 
the impression created “on the people 
of the country was not justified.”

Gainesville, Ga., March 3.—(Special 
Staff Correspondence.) — “It’s twenty 
years for you, Anderson,” said Judge 
Jones to the leader of the train rob- 
bers, as he stood up to receive his sen- 
tence. 

“Thank you, judge; robbery is rob- 
bery, and here’s another case,” respond- 
ed the prisoner as though greatly sat- 
isfied. He then turned to the ladies in 
the court room and stated that there 
was only one just law for robbery, and 
that was the Ten Commandments. 

The many time convict’s thanks in- 
terrupted the judge who had prefaced 
the term with somethihg about the of- 
fense and the fair and impartial trial 
he and his associates had been given. 

The other prisoners, Hanford and 
Hunter, were given fifteen years each, 
but neither had aught to say. 

All day, from 9 o'clock, the trial ran, 
and there was not a listless minute. 
From start to finish the court room was 
packed, a great many ladies and chil- 
dren being present throughout the day. 


Exhibits Rare Composure. 


The feature apart from the verdict 
was Anderson's conduct when the jury 


rarely witnessed in a criminal trial] An- 
derson scanned the faces of every man 
presented, and as if by intuition, he di- 
rected his attorney to accept or reject. 
He was probably the coolest man in the 
courtroom throughout the trial, 

Anderson, alias “Old Bill” Miner, 
Hanford and Hunter were accused of 
being members of the gang which 
held up the United States fast mail, a 
‘Southern railway trail, near White 
Sulphur + i Ga., on the morning 
of February 18. 

Turn State’s Evidence. 

The selection of a jury, introduction 
of testimony, argument by attorneys 
and rendering of the verdict required 
only a little more than eight hours. 
Upon being arraigned, Anderson en- 
tered a plea of not guilty, but Han- 
ford and Hunter pleaded guilty and 
turned state’s evidence. 

On the witness stand they stated that 
Anderson was the leader of the gang, 
Which was organized in Pennsylvania, 
they said, with the avowed purpose of 
ne @ train robbery in this 
state. 


Anderson Wanted in Victoria. 


Anderson is wanted in Victoria, B. 
C., to serve the remainder of a term 
for train robvery, but his conviction 
here today means that he will not be 
surrendered to tne Canadian autho. i- 
ties until after the completion of his 
sentence in Georgia. As he is 65 years 
of age, he probably will never be re- 
quired to complete his term in Canada. 

The robbery in which the prisoners 
were implicated took place soon after 
midnight, February 18. Five men, for 
two of whom the officers are still 
searching, boarded the train and blew 
open a safe In the express car, secur- 
ing about $2,000. Only a few shots 
were fired during the hold-up, and 
they were for the purpose of frighten- 
ing passengers who left the cars to as- 
certain the reason for thes stopping of 
the train. The bandits made their es- 
cape, but five days later two of them, 
Hanford and Hunter, and the following 
day, Anderson, were captured not far 
fromthe scene of the robbery.

Both houses 
passed the bill to give rank and re- 
tired pay of w rear :admiral and the 
thanks of ¢ongress to Robert E. Peary 
in recognition of his attainment of the 
North Pole. The bill had been regard- 
ed as hopelessly lost in ‘the tangle of 
legislation in the house, but was re- 
vived and passed to the senate, which 
coneurred without delay. Under this 
bill Peary will be placed “on the retired 
list of the corps of civil engineers with 
the rank of rear admiral] to date from 
April 6, 1909, with the highest retired 
pay of that grade under existing law.” 

That is the date upon which Peary 
attained his goal. 

The. other unexpected episode was 
Senator Lorimer’s motion to strike 
from the general deficiency bil] an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 to reimburse him 
for his expenses in defending his title 
to a seat in the senate. This gave rise 
to acrimonious debate, some senators 
who are members of the appropria- 
tions committee more than intimating 
that the item had been put in the bill 
without the knowledge of the mem- 
bers of the committee. The senate 
agreed to Senator Lorimer'’s motion. 

Four Big Supply Bills Passed. 

During the day ‘the senate passed 
and sent to the house four appropria- 
tion bills providing for the expendi- 
ture of more than $500,000,000. They 
were the postoffice, naval, sundry civil 
and general deficiency appropriation 
bills. The feature of the passage of 
the postoffice bill was the abandon- 
ment of the proposed increase of mag- 
azine postage and 
a provision for a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the president to investigate 
the whole subject. 

Rumors of every degree of excite- 
ment and consequent absurdity marked 
the day. It was suggested, for in- 
Stance, 
cided to withdraw the Canadian agree- 
ment and resume 
Canada, so as to obviate the necessity 
for an extra session. Al] the rumors 
‘pinched out” at last and left only the 
practical certainty that the new con- 
gress will begin Ms work as this one 
did, with an extra session devoted 
largely to the question of the tariff.

A man who knew 
him twelve years ago, while in the 
Philippine Islands, and who is now fre- 
siding in Atlanta, last night told a 
Constitution reporter the story of the 
young adventure’s rise to fortufte, apd 
of the romance of his sudden departure 
with Miss Louise Whittemore, a mani- 
curist, which occurred on Thu sday. 

“While I was a soldier in the Amer- 
ican army in the Phillippines,” said 
this friend, “I met Carmichael, who 
had been over for some time.

“Carmichael and I soon became 
friends, and when my term of enlist- 
ment was up and I was preparing to 
return to my home in Atlanta, he told 
me of his intention to make a fortune 
in real estate in Manila and in prod- 
ucts of the island. After returning to 
Atlanta I received several yetters from 
him in which was stated that he had 
leased both sdies of Escoltia, a street 
in Manila, for a term of ten years, the 
lease covering two blocks.

WHICH EXPIRES NOON TODAY 


March 3.—In the 
retrospect the sixty-first congress, 
which will expire by constitutional 
limitation at noon tomorrow, appears 
to have been distinguished by three 
things: The revision of the tariff in 
the so-called Payne-Aldrich bill, which 
was passed at an extra session in the 
summer of 1909; the large amount of 
important legislation, much of it upon 
the recommendation of President Taft

The interva] between the last two 
sessions was marked by the political 
registered at the general 
of last November, which 
changed a large republican majority 
into a still larger democratic majori- 
ty in the house of representatives; cut 
the republican majority in the senate 
a'most to the vanishing point and in- 
cidentally effected striking changes 
in the senate personnel. 

The failure of this session to enact 
much important legislation has _ re- 
sulted in the practical certainty that 
the new sixty-second congress will be 
called almost immediately in extraor- 
dinary session, especially by reason 
of the strong desire of President Taft 
to secure action upon the pending 
reciprocity agreement with Canada, to 
the consummation of which the coné¢ 
tracting parties pledged the utmost 
efforts of the two governments. 

Dissensions Among Majority. 

In strong contrast with the support 
which the Taft administration re- 
ceiveq from the republican majority 
in the matter of legislation in the 
regular session of 1909-10 is the fact 
tnat at the present session the ma- 
jority has been anything but united;

NEGRO FARMERS HOLD _ 
CONFERENCE AT ATHENS 


Delegates Are Present From 
Seven North Georgia 
Counties. ; 


Athens, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)— 
The ninth annual conference of the 
negro farmers of Clarke, Wilkes, Oxte- 
thorpe, Jackson ang “Maéison 
was Called to order in the chapel? of 
Jeruel academy yesterday by Principal 
J. H. Brown. The meeting was to ats- 
cuss the ways and. means of. helping 
the negroes of the rural districts; how 
to enable the farmers to -grow more 
corn per acre, more cotton, and also 
how he may educate his children into 
better citizens. 

Professor Brown said: “It is the ob- 
ject of the school to get the best 
talent of our race and of the white 
race to discuss the problems of the 
race and the negro farmers. As such, 
we have secured of our own race the 
services of Professor G. W. Carver, 
of Luskegee institute, Alabama, and 
Professor P. C. Parks, farm director 
of’ Clark university, Atlanta, Ga., to 
disucss problems bearing upon the ne- 
gro farmers of Georgia.” 

Professor Parks said in part: “In 
twenty-five different fields cultivated 
to corn by negro farmers last year 
a careful count “showed that 17 per 
cent of the hills of corn on the acre 
did not have a stalk of corn growing 
upon it; that 14 per cent of the corn- 
stalks upon the acre were barren, or 
did not have an ear on them: and that 
10 per cent of the stalks had nubbins 
of corn too small to he counted as 
corn. What does this mean? Why, ‘it 
means that only 60 per cent of these 
cornfields had a perfect stand upon 
them, and that on the other 40 per 
cent of these fields nothing was grow- 
ing. The farmers worked it and fer- 
tilized it for nothing. 

‘In other words, we say this repre- 
sents the average condition in this 
stace. It means that the farmers of 
Georgia, after planting 3,500,000 acres 
of corn, they got only 60 per cent of 
a perfect stand on this large area of 
land. That is, the farmers cultivated 
only 2,100,000 acres in corn last year. 
The other 1,400,000 acres were worked 
without having anything growing upon 
them; therefore, the farmers worked 
it for nothing. : 

“Can you expect your children to 
continue on the farm under such con- 
ditions? I answer, a thousand times 
no.”

Alabama Senate Passes Smith 
Bill Which Regulates the Sale 
of Liquor in the State --- The 
Amendment Tacked On by 
Percy, of Birmingham. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 3.—At 8:45 
o'clock tonight the house of represen- 
tatives passed the Smith bill, which 
regulates the sale of liquor in Ala- 
bama, by a vote of 58 to 27. 

The bill had been considered in com- 
mittee of the whole practically all day, 
the prehibitionists leading the filibus- 
ter against the measure. A number of 
amendments were offered, and few 
adopted. Walker Percy, of Birming- 
ham, got in an amendment fixing the 
saloon license in his county at $3,000 
and the number of saloons to one for 
every 3,000 inhabitants. His amend- 
ment to take the power of appointing 
the excise boards out of the hands of 
the governor failed by a vote of 44 
to 

The Smith bill fixes the license in 
Mobile and Montgomery at $1,500, and 
in Mobile one saloon to every 750 peo- 
ple, and in Montgomery one to every 
1,000. 

Excise boards are created to control 
the sale of liquor, and the Wiley pure 
food regulations are adopted to gov- 
ern the quality of liquors to be sold. 
This measure is said to be the most 
stringent ever enacted in any state in 
the union.

“With very few exceptions hunters 
and ranchmen throughout the west 
are._in favor of protection laws for all 
bears. It was conceded that these an- 
imals are now confined to so remote 
localities and are so few in number 
that their destruction of domestic stock 
is almost nil. Even the grizzly has 
become harmless, and the smaller bears 
never were a destructive factor.

WHEAT MADE ADVANCE 
ON WASHINGTON NEWS 


That Doubts Existed About an 
Extra Session of Congress. 
Lower. | 


Chicago, March 3.—Assertions that 
the reciprocity bill would fail and that 
there were serious doubts about an 
extra session of congress had much to 
do today with an advance in the price 
of wheat. The market closed firm with 
a net gain of % to %. Corn finished %& 
to % down; oats off 4% to %, and pro- 
visions at a rise of 10 to 12%. 

It was a day full of nervous changes 
in the wheat pit. Shorts showed un- 
mistakable signs of being easily fright- 
ened, but there was not enough new 
investment buying or sufficient daring 
on the part of speculative bulls to 
cause a genuine stampede. Moderate 
advances brought forward invariably a 
few large shorts willing to supply the 
wants of the smaller fry. Diminishing 
primary receipts formed an important 
angle in favor of an upward turn. 
There was evidence, too, of an increas- 
ing demaad for flour as ‘aaawh by di- 
minished stocks at leading centers. 
Moreover, farm resources in the United 
States were said to have fallen 12,000,- 
000 bushels under last year, On the 
other hand, world shipments promised 
to be heavier and the fact was appar- 
ently made clear late in the day that 
congress would be promptly reassem- 
bled if reciprocity was not acted upon 
by tomorrow in a manner entirely sat- 
isfactory to President Taft. Previous 
reports, however, as to the outlook at 
Washington had been so conflicting 
that a decidedly unsettled feeling was 
manifested at the close. May fluctuated 
from 89% @89% to 90% @90%, with last 
trades % net higher at 90% @90. 

Favorable weather and lack of ex- 
port demand depressed corn, notwith- 
standing liberal purchases by wheat 
bulls who simultaneously sold oats. 
May ranged between 47% and 43%@ 
48%, closing steady at 48, a net loss of

Throughout the session oats ddl 
reluctance to rally with corn or wheat. 
Much of the time there was reselling 
by a leading short who had covered 
most of his lines in the last week or 
two.

tures of the police officer into a pic- 
ture of abject woe. 

Then, as quickly as he had lost it, 
Stripling recovered his composure. 

“Would you mind sharpening my 
pencil?” he asked. “You know I'm not 
allowed a knife.” 

And then the man whom the never- 
closing eye of the law has sought out 
after fourteen years and torn abruptly | 
from the midst of his family 
friends, told the story of his life, told 
it freely, told it without prompting ex- 
cept as to dates, and told it as a man 
who is supremely confident that noth- 
ing but justice can be meted out to 
him and that justice, in his own mind, 
can be nothing short of a pardon. 

Insulted My Family. 

“I shct Cornett,” he began, “because 
he had offered insults to members of 
my family and because he had repeat- 
edly mada threats against my life. I 
lived in fear of him, not the fear of 
a coward, if you will pardon that, but 
in the fear that a man experiences 
when he knows that a desperate man 
is hunting for him and will ‘get’ him 
just as soon as he can. 

“On the night of September 4, 1897, 
when I shot Cornett through the win- 
dow at his home I had not gone there 
to look for him. I had been to Chipley 
that day to swear out a peace warrant 
against him. When I got to Chipley 
I found the justice of the peace had 
closed his office and had gone’ home. 
It was night, and on the way te my 
house I had to pass the house of Cor- 
nett. 

“I Was armed, because he had made 
many threats against my life and had 
said he would shoot me down the mo- 
ment he saw me. I did not dare go 
out without a weapon. I knew that 
on that very afternoon he had been 
to my house, had asked for me and 
had stated to parties that he was 
looking for me. As I approached his 
house, I saw him pass the window by 
the light on the inside. It seemed to 
me that he reached up for gomething, 
what it was I do not know, but on the 
impulse of the moment and impelled 
by the threats he had made against 
my life, I shot him from where I 
stood. I am sorry that I did not 
meet him in the road. Then, perhaps, 
it would not have been so bad. 


Huff Was Not Guilty. 

“My brother-in-law, Terrell Huff, 
was jointly indicted with me for the 
affair and both of us were given life 
sentences, in spite of the fact that I 
told the jury that Huff had nothing 
to do with it. He was used to shield 
some one else.” 

This last statement of Stripling’s 
caused the reporter to ask if he was 
alone when he shot Cornett. 

“That is a question I would rather 
not answer,” he said. “It probably 
doesn't matter.’”’ 

Then Stripling resumed the story 
and told of his escape from the Harris 
county jail in March, 1898, while hé 
was Waiting for an appeal to be taken 
to the supreme court. 

“On the night that I escaped,” said 
he, “a negro in the jail broke out. I 
thought I might as well follow, and I

Mrs. Morris, as she is 
known here and the name her friends 
continue to give her, is ill tonight 
from nervous prostration. 

The Constitution correspondent call- 
ed late this afternoon at the humble, 
home of the former police chief and 
found a physician at her bedside. The 
doctor stated that she was too ill to 
make any statement, and he would ad- 
vise against any excitement for severa] 
days. 

It wae learned, however, that she has 
for years been living in constant dread 
of exposure. During her life here she 
shrank from publicity of any sort. 

In the several neighborhoods in 
which she has resided since she came 
to Danville, seven years ago, she re- 
mained at home nearly all of 
time.
